All over New -England are reported 
drowning and other accidents that can 
be traced to the action of the heat. At 
South Boston Joseph Lauuigun, twrn 
ty-five years old, of Churle&town, was 
bathing at City point and was standing 
up to his knees in the water, when be 
suddenly disappeared.

NKW YOKK, June !JO.—The relief from 


the billing heat, which was promised

There was 
less breeze and what air was stirring 
was surcharged with heat. Scarcely ft 
cloud protected tho metropolis from 
the sun's rays. Owing to its being 
Sunday, when few of the populace 
were at work, the list of deaths de 
creased. Despite this fact, however, 
there ware eleven deaths and nineteen 
prostrations from the heat, up to half 
past nine o'clock this evening.

uio^ul of valuable books and engravings 
from the premises, so that there is trou- 
ble in obtaining photographic copies of 
pictures or plates, the introduction of 111- 
tiricial light or even of a camera being 
commonly prohibited. 
A method of get- 


ting over this difficulty which has been 
tried recently with success is to cont a 
piece of cardboard with a phosphorescent! 
substance and, after sufficient es.r>osure 
to the sun, place it at the back of tho 
picture to be reproduced. Then (suppos- 
ing that the picture is in a book) a dry 
plate is put against the face of it, and 
the volume' is closed. This cau be man- 
aged very easily by manipulating the dry 
plate under a cloth that covers the book. 


The dry plate is allowed to remaiu from 


18 to CO minutes, according to the na- 
ture and thickness of the paper. Then it 
is withdrawn, uniler the cloth as before, 
and put into a dark box for subsequent 
development. It is stated by the invent- 
or of this process that if films are used 
instead of dry plates a large number of 
copies of different engravings in the same 
book may ba made at the same time.— 
Saturday Evening Post.

thing, but occasionally they are a great 
convenience, for they are great savers of 
space and time," remarked a gerftlemna 
who occasionally breaks into a magazine 
with a heavy weight. 
"By multiplyiug 


the prefixes or sandwiching in the frac- 
tion of the root of some word here and 
there a combination can be arranged that 
will convey in a single ward and at a sin- 
gle glance uu idea that ordinarily it would 
take a multiplicity of words to couvey. 
For this reason medical jurisprudence 
and scientific literature generally are rich 
with what is regarded as a rare and ex- 
traordinary vocabulary. 


"Yet there are but few words used in 


any of the branches of science which a 
mure novice in language could not under- 
stand if he would but analyze the combi- 
nation and think for a moment of tbu 
derivative fragments which are to bo 
found. 
Sometimes the word may string 


out over half u line in an ordinary news- 
paper column, but au examination of it 
will show that, even indopeudeut of the 
context, one may eubily understand it It 
one will but reflect for a moment upon 
the fragments of other simpler words 
which are preserved in the combination. 


I had uu amazing experience ouce with 


a \I\K word, and incidentally the use of it 
profited m« iu a small way. 1 had blazed 
out on the negro problem, and in a dis- 
cussion of the mental btaUm of the negro 
I luul occasion to refer to the popular be- 
lief amo;i£ negroes in a material heaven 
and urged in my contention, that the ne- 
gro race was a primitive race; that evep 
his conception of a deity bad not yet uii- 
dergono the processes of deauthropomor- 
phi/ation. 
The word struck me because 


of its convenience and expressiveness, 
conveying us it does an idea that could 
scarcely be conveyed by anything lesi 
than a dozen words.
